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THE DOOR OF ESCAPE 


VAANY PERSONS are constantly look- 
1..%47,q ing for some door of escape from their 
ds Ca emotions, adverse thoughts, responsi- 

, bilities, unpleasant memories. They 
think of going somewhere, anywhere, in order 
to get away from adverse situations. They 
spend money in order to divert their attention 
from unpleasant circumstances. They take 
long and expensive trips in order to come into 
surroundings that will stimulate them to new 
thoughts and new reactions to life. They seek 
a door of escape. 

There are those who are heavily burdened 
with trouble who fail to recognize that their 
burden is simply mental. They worry about the 
state of things when their only concern need be 
the simple process of changing their thought. 
They get into a state in which unpleasant mem- 
ories exist, and the activity of their conscious 
mind and their will power seems to be sus- 
pended. Not realizing this, they enter a more 
or less subjective state of mind and become un- 
happy. 

The only escape from unpleasant memories, 
adverse thoughts, and unhappy conditions lies 
in a change of thought. Persons and things 
must not be held in mind as responsible for un- 
pleasant states of mind. Each one has the God- 
given power to change his mind instantly, and 
no one on the face of the earth has power to 
keep him from thinking what he wants to think. 
Always remember that no one can keep you 
from thinking and realizing Truth. 
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Since by our mental attitude we bring about 
adverse conditions in our outer affairs, the only 
way we can correct the state of our affairs is 
through correcting our thought. Since we place 
ourselves in bondage by wrong thought, the 
only way we can find a door of escape from un- 
pleasant situations is through right thought, 
spiritual consciousness. 

If you are burdened by adverse states of 
mind, find your door of escape from what is 
troubling you by exchanging your adverse be- 
liefs for pleasant thoughts. Cease to think of 
personal injuries or unpleasant memories. Let 
the unpleasant thought escape from you if you 
want to escape from it. Cease to hug it to you. 
Yield it in order to embrace the truth about joy 
and love. 

You cannot expect to enter into joy 
through holding adverse beliefs. You cannot 
expect to escape from an adverse state of mind 
if you continue to hold adverse thoughts. No 
door of escape can open to you if you are men- 
tally set against it. Your escape does not lie in 
going somewhere but in retreating to the very 
heart of your being and finding God, the source 
of your freedom. 

When Jesus said, “I am the door,” he meant 
that His Truth was our door of escape. Through 
Him, through the Christ consciousness, we find 
freedom and deliverance from adversity. The 
student of Christian psychology knows that 
there is no deliverance but by way of the Christ 
consciousness. He knows that his only escape

from fear, sorrow, disease, and failure is by 
way of the door which Jesus Christ opened to 
him. 

There are those who think that their door of 
escape from some unhappy situation is that of 
blaming some one else, a change of environ- 
ment, obtaining a great deal of money, sur- 
rounding themselves with things. We see here 
the tendency to shift the blame upon persons 
and external things or to look to them for our 
happiness. The door of escape is not by ex- 
ternal things. 

There are those who would escape from un- 
happy situations by death. Little do they know 
that they may be opening doors to situations far 
more unpleasant than the one they are in. The 
escape from unhappiness is not made by forc- 
ing a change by unnatural means. To learn 
and to solve the problems of life, we must live. 
To escape from our problems we must solve 
them. To escape from unhappy situations we 
must lose all desire to run away. We must face 
our problems and solve them. 

If you would escape from sorrow, disease, 
or seeming failure, escape by way of joy, life, 
and success. Find your escape by high and 
noble thought. The door of escape from un- 
happiness will open to you when your thought 
is cleared of adverse beliefs and you have en- 
tered a consciousness of joy, life, and success. 

You will find escape the easiest thing in the 
world, since change of thought is the simplest 
thing imaginable.

boa The Spirit of God is ever within and 
w= about him, ever inspiring him to know 
his supremacy over things of the world, ever 
causing him to know that things of the outer 
world cannot injure or disturb him. Something 
within him ever seeks to assure him that 
through Christ, through Truth, he can do all 
things, overcome all things. 

The study of practical Christianity gives us 
an assurance that we have within us that which 
is mighty to do all things. We realize that per- 
sons, things, and circumstances cannot interfere 
with our happiness or our progress. We have 
the confident assurance that things of the outer 
world cannot prove too much for the Spirit of 
Christ within us. 

Do you have an inner assurance that all 
things in your life are working for your high- 
est good? Do you have a confident feeling that 
all is well in your affairs because all is well with 
Christ within you? If you have, then to some 
extent you have made that inner union with 
Spirit which man needs to be conscious of in 
order to progress and overcome. 

Are you certain of your faith? When things 
of the outer world appear to be alarming, are 
you sure that all is well? Can you look right 
in the face of discouragement and smile? Can 
you look right past the appearance of adversity 
and behold a blessing? If you can do this, then 
you may be sure that the inner eye of faith has 
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been opened and you see with heavenly vision. 

Assurance! There is something firm and 
substantial about such a thought. When we are 
assured with an inner conviction about some- 
thing, we feel that we cannot be moved by any 
external thing. The winds of caprice can blow 
about us and still we stand firm and secure. 
Other persons about us can express their fear 
and their doubt, but we remain secure and safe. 

Many great characters in the Bible, many 
great men in history, took their stand for God 
and Truth because they had the inner confidence 
and assurance of His power, presence, help, and 
deliverance. They had the inner assurance that 
things of the world could not conspire against 
them. Things, to them, were as nothing. God 
was all in all. The outer world with its things 
existed entirely as something under the power 
of God within them. 

Possibly today you need assurance. You 
may have given too much thought to the power 
of external things. You may have believed that 
other persons can dominate you. You need the 
assurance that God in the midst of you is om- 
nipotent and omnipresent. How shall you cor- 
rect your thought? How shall you establish 
Truth in consciousness? How shall you arrive 
at the place of inner conviction and confident 
assurance? 

First, you need to take your thought off the 
things which disturb you and to place your 
thought upon the presence and power of Spirit 
within you. Secondly, you must train yourself 
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to dismiss from mind any thought that would 
usurp the place of Truth. Thirdly, you must 
hold to the high vision until Truth becomes 
manifest. You must be loyal to the heavenly 
vision if you would keep the inner assurance of 
Truth and your own mastery. 

Hold to the assurance that God in the midst 
of you will guide and direct you in all your 
ways. Hold firmly to the realization that He is 
your life, your health. Hold to the Truth that 
there is nothing to fear since in Spirit there is 
only God, the good. Abide in the confident re- 
alization that God in the midst of you is all 
there is in Truth. 

What an assurance of the power of God we 
have when we turn our thought inward and 
Godward! What a consolation it is to know 
that God in the midst of us is greater than 
things of the world! What a joy to realize that 
things of the world cannot overcome us because 
God in the midst of us is omnipotent! How we 
rejoice when we realize that there is but one 
presence and one power in Truth—the presence 
and power of God, the good! 

Are you gaining the assurance that God is 
with you, abiding within and about you, master- 
ing your sense of fear and failure, causing you 
to overcome belief in disease, inspiring you to 
know the truth about yourself, the truth of your 
perfection and victory? This assurance will 
come if you train yourself to turn to God in- 
stead of to things; if you will but realize that 
there is naught but the truth about yourself. 











NEW ESTIMATES 


= AE LIVE in a day when we are seeing the 
YA VA passing and closing of one epoch in the 
“fA soul’s history and the opening of an- 
other. Some of the things we valued 
a great deal in the past have lost their value 
and are as nothing to us. The financial situa- 
tion from which we are emerging caused us to 
give up old values and to make new estimates. 
Standards of business have been overthrown 
and discarded to make room for new ideas. Only 
to the extent that new standards are based upon 
the principle of Truth can they endure. 

If things have not worked out right in your 
life, you may know that you have not had the 
right viewpoint. You are called upon to see 
things from the standpoint of Truth. You need 
to exchange the old viewpoint for a new one, 
that of Truth. 

Often we have the example of some person 
thwarted in a love affair, disappointed in some 
attainment of a goal, or brought to failure in a 
business venture, who seemingly retires from 
all interest in life and just broods over his fail- 
ure. What a selfish attitude toward life is dis- 
played in such a person! He can view life only 
from the standpoint of former values and esti- 
mates. He does not realize that life calls con- 
tinually for new adjustments to change. 

Some time ago the newspapers carried the 
story of a woman who had not been known to 
leave her home for thirty or forty years. Be- 
cause in her younger days some one had dis- 
agreed with her, she spent almost a lifetime in

pouting. Another woman, who had quarreled 
with her husband, went to bed and remained 
there for seven years. Because she had not had 
the attention she thought she deserved, she 
forced her family to wait upon her as an in- 
valid. 

If a person does not have his way in per- 
sonal matters, let him know that there may be 
a better way. Many a person has set his heart 
on some specific outcome in personal affairs and 
been disappointed because things did not work 
out to his liking, only to find that something 
better came into his life. There is no occasion 
for a person to make himself a prisoner in his 
home because things in life did not work out 
to his liking or according to his choice. 

If you are frustrated in something you try 
to do, do not take a bitter attitude toward life. 
Almost every one meets rebuffs at some time or 
other. You need to reéstimate life, to look at it 
from a new angle. Do not barricade yourself 
in your home to sulk over what has happened 
in your life. Above all, do not feel that life has 
brought you unhappiness. We bring unhappi- 
mess upon ourselves through not knowing life. 

We are called upon almost daily to make a 
new estimate of life. Almost every moment we 
are called upon to be alert and to plot our course 
in life from a new angle. If we are frustrated 
in our attempt to do things in one way, then 
we must try some other. We cannot make our- 
selves prisoners of our adverse thoughts and 
Het life pass us by. 
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Think of the censure and rebuffs that some 
of our great national leaders meet. What if 
men of great character and vision should give 
up their careers because they were thwarted 
by some insignificant person or by some incon- 
sequential situation! What if a man losing his 
business or his fortune should refuse to exert 
himself toward building up another. Is not life 
a succession of efforts at building anew, trying 
again? 

Each dawning of a new day challenges us to 
look at life from a new angle. If we see life 
from some narrow or beclouded viewpoint of 
yesterday, the new dawning means little to us. 
If we choose to live today in the prison of our 
adverse thoughts and disappointments of yes- 
terday, then we see little of the new day or its 
possibilities. 

A young man recently expressed himself as 
quite disturbed by the progress that a fellow 
worker in his office was making. He was told 
to take his thought off the other fellow and to 
make history for himself. 


The right adjustment to life after a frustra- 
tion can be made only through making a new 
valuation of life. We should keep the old tanta- 
lizing thought out of mind and make it give way 
to Truth. We need to exchange any moodiness 
for the Spirit of joy in well-doing. We must 
know that life is going on, and that when we 
move with its flow our way is much easier than 
when we try to go against the current or make 
a stand against the stream.

We neutralize 
wpa fear by the realization that in the 
Truth of God Christ exists within us 
as a presence of courage, inspiring us at all 
times to go forth fearless and triumphant. Fear 
disappears from our mind and we no longer re- 
act to situations through fear when we know 
the truth and abide in it. 

Do not think of yourself as afraid of persons 
and external things. Impersonalize your fear 
thought and you will see that it is the fear 
thought alone that makes you afraid. You do 
not have to deal with persons but with your 
thought about them. When you neutralize the 
fear thought through a thought of courage, you 
will cease to think of persons as causing your 
fear. 

Cease to entertain fear thoughts and you 
will enjoy life in a way that previously would 
have been impossible. Fear is often described 
as man’s greatest enemy. He allows himself to 
entertain thoughts of fear and works against 
his own interests.

WUR AIM in developing in the under- 
RY ap standing and practice of Truth is to 
keep our mind filled with good 
thoughts. We aim to realize that God, 
the good, is the only truth and reality. By do- 
ing this, we give no place in mind to thoughts 
of evil. 

“You cannot hold two opposing thoughts at 
the same time. You cannot believe that God is 
the one presence and power, the only being and 
reality, and at the same time believe that evil 
has presence, power, and reality. Jehovah’s 
admonition “Thou shalt have no other gods be- 
fore me” should be a warning against making a 
god of evil by worshiping it through fear. We 
have no other gods when we know that God, the 
good, is the one and only god. 

Man has free will to think whatever he 
wants to think. He has power to think in terms 
of opposites. He is called upon in human ex- 
perience to conceive of opposites. He is privi- 
leged to think of an opposite of God, but he 
should never think of this as something or asa 
reality. He can think of God’s opposite as a 
possibility only if God were not the one and 
only presence and power.
